THE OUTLOOK We have been 
amazed time and 
again when we check up the total num- 
ber of subscriptions that are received 
during the period of a month. Last 
November we fell just a few short of 
a full 1000 subscriptions received. De- 
cember was a bit below November but 
so far as we can judge from other 
lines of business December was the 
month in which this depression slipped 
clean to the bottom with a dull thud. 
Today, January 14, we have checked 
up receipts for this month, just four- 
teen days, two even weeks, and indi- 
cations are that the total for January 
will be the largest number we have 
ever received in a single month’s time. 
Present indications are that the num- 
ber will pass the 1000 mark with 
plenty to spare. 

Among these subscriptions we are 
also gratified to find that a larger per- 
centage than usual are for either two 
or four years, indicating that the gen- 
eral financial situation is clearing up 
a bit also that the readers who are re- 
newing are well pleased with our pub- 
lication and are renewing for longer 
periods rather than take chances on 
missing numbers at the time their 
subscriptions would expire if renewed 
for a single year. 

Perhaps you noted the announce- 
ment on the first page of our last 
week’s paper, “10,000 Circulation 
Weekly”. This is a figure that we 
have been striving for, for many 
weeks past. We would have passed 
this number two months ago had we 
cared to take advantage of the sample 
copy method of acquiring circulation. 
Our sample copy list is very small 
-_ week, less than 1% of our paid 
ist. 























Now that we have passed the 10,000 
mark our next objective will have to 
be a higher figure and while we would 
as soon rest on our laurels for another 
year and until such time as we may 
better prepare our printing plant for a 
larger paper and for a larger circula- 
tion, we know that there is no rest 
for a publisher of a weekly stamp 
paper and we anticipate a steady in- 
crease in circulation throughout this 


year. 

The end of 1932 will probably see 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News leading 
all other stamp publications in circula- 
tion. 

When we reach that point, we shall 
not, as others have been, be satisfied 
to let well enough alone. It will then 
be our aim to increase the circulation 
to a still greater figure and we are 
confident that this will be no more 
difficult than it has been to acquire 
the present figure. 

It seems shameful to think that with 
a country in which there are said to 
be a couple hundred thousand people 
interested in stamp collecting that no 
paper has ever before shown a circula- 
tion to even ten per cent. of this vast 
number of stamp collectors.

ONCE UPON A TIME... 





Once upon a time that glorious 
dream comes true and we find those 
old stamps, Grandpa as a boy used to 
stick down tight into that scrapbook. 
Well, here they are, stuck down with 
glue, fast to both side of coarse pa- 
per, as if for eternity. What to do? 

Inside of my hide live peacefully, 
Dr. Jekyll-Mr. Hyde-like, two fellows. 
One is nuts on stamps, the other one 
is equally nuts on moths and butter- 
flies. Says the bug-nut to the stamp- 
nut: “Cheer up, old boy, we'll get you 
out of this. Look here at these cases 
full of morphos, papilio and Xylo- 
phanes. See how nice they are mount- 
ed? And do you remember, how they 
looked, when cousin Dick sent them 
from South America? You still have 
those peso-stamps from that package 
in your books. Each of these speci- 


; mens was wrapped in a piece of pa- 
| per, and dry and brittle so we did not 
; dare touch them for fear 


to break 
them to pieces. And see, how nice I 
managed to mount them? I think 


| what was good for them will be good 


for your stamps, too. 

The stamp nut thoughtfully nodded 
his head, and started to proceed on 
this suggestion—and see—it worked. 

This is how we did it. We havea 
tin box with a tight fitting cover 
One from Lady Churchill cigars is 
just the thing. Into the bottom of 
this box we lay several layers of blot- 
ting paper (paper towels do fine) 
moistened with water, containing 
some antiseptic as carbolic acid to 
prevent the growing of molds and 
other fungi. On top of this we place 
a clean. dry blotter, and on top of this 
the paper wrappers, containing the 
dry, brittle specimens. Now we close 
the lid tight and let the whole stand 
for 24 to 36 hours. By this time the 
dry insects will have absorbed mois- 
ture enough from the air and become 
perfectly pliable. The wrappers now 
can be unfolded and even the tender- 
est of butterflies handled and mount- 
ed, as if just caught. 


In place of the wrapped butter- 
flies we put the stampic relics into 
the “relaxing box”, being careful to 
leave an airspace between the layers 
of stamps, and in a few hours the 
glue will absorb moisture, and 
stamps can be peeled off, unharmed 
even the O. G. intact. Only in rare 
cases it will be necessary to put some 
back into the softener for extended 
treatment. This method takes time, 
but some good old stamps are per- 
haps worthy of being handled with 
careful patience. This application of 
moist air will work many times, 
whereas floating stamps on water 
fails. I use this method also to re- 
move old hinges and other paper from 
stamps, before mounting them in my 
collection.
